Some days ago brief mention was 


made of an interesting episode grow- 
ing out of the civil war which inter- 
ests a widow and children in this city. 
Some years before the war a boy from 
the east came and settled near Van- 
dalia, where he grew to manhood, 
when the civil war broke oat 
When 


the 86th Illinois infantry was organ- 
ized, which was largely recruited in 
southern Illinois, this yonug man( 
who was known as Joseph Appley, 
enlisted in Company D of that regi- 
ment and served three years. During 
his service he was captured and was 
II mouths in Audersonvllle prison. 
After he was mastered out, probably 
in 1866, he married the daughter of 
the man for whom he had worked bo 
fore the war. Six children were born 
to tlie couple, two of whom died in 
infancy, the remaining four are still 
living. Charles H. Appley of this 
city, who was a member of Company 
H, Oth Illinois, in the Spanish war, 
was the youngest of these children. 
When the family resided at Effiogham 
about the year 1877 the husband, 
Joseph Appley, on pretense of look- 
ing for work, left his family and was 
riot heard of again for many years. 
Thinking him dead Mrs. Appley finally 
applied for a pension and was notified 
by the pension bureau that Joseph 
Apploy was still alive and drawing a 
pension. A few years later the pen 
BIOII office notified Mrs. Appley that 
Joseph Appley was dead and that if 
she desired she might renew her ap- 
plication, which she proceeded to do, 
and in the prosecution of the claim it 
wasjloaruedjthnt he had left another 
widow in Now York, who was also an 
applicant for a pension as his widow. 


It seems thnt^tho name of this man 


was not Joseph Appley but Joseph 
Eennicutt; that when a boy, his father 
having died, he was bound out to a 
family by the name of Appley and 
had assumed that name aud retained 
it when ho came to Vaudalia. Through 
the pension controversy a brother, 
Isaac Kennicutt, living in Suffolk, 
Sussex county, New Jersey, discov- 
ered that this Joseph Appley was hi8 


brother, whom he had long since sop- 
posed dead, and that a woman living 
III Decatur claimed to bo his widow. 
He wrote a letter to a party in Deca- 
tur making inquiry as to the Mrs. 
Appley residing in ihis city aud wai 
given the facts as stated above. Upon 
the receipt of this information he 
wrote to his brother's widow here, 
recognizing 
her as the legitimate 


widow and gave a full history of the 
Kennicutt family, who, he says, were 
born in Alexandria, Va, where their 
father died and from which the fam 
ily was scattered, and expressed i 
sincere desire that she might succeed 
in securing a pension. He wrote that 
he was greatly pleased to know that 
there were three boys in the Illinois 
Appley family, whose name, in reality, 
is Kennicutt. It seems from hia state' 
ment that none of the other members 
ot the family, with one exception, 
had children of the male sex, and hav< 
ing none himself he feared the name 
might not be perpetuated vntil, ho 
found this branch of the family. He 
speaks of the widow his brother left 
in Mew York and their daughter, Ada 
M. Keunioutfc who is 13 years of age, 
and expresses sorrow for them, as ho 
is convinced that Mrs. Appley of this 
uity is the only legitimate wife of his 
brother.

A tariff which 
would start up our languishing Ameri- 
can mills aud pat our idle American 
workingmeu, whom Bryan told were 
idle on account of the gold standard 
and -who would never be re-employed 
until wo bad free silver, to work. A 
tariff that by its revenue producing

Dancer*. 


To the .untutored eye of the paleface, 


Indian dances have a sameness about 
them that is distressing. But the red 
brethren who inhabit the desolate mesas 
of New Mexico or the awe-inspinng 
canyons of Colorado will explain with 
an air of pity for the dullness of theii 
civilized visitors that there is a vast 
difference between all the various so- 
cial and semi-religious functions known 
as the "bear dance," "eagle dance, 
"sun dance," "corn dance" and innu- 
merable others; also that each tribe 
has its own peculiar dances. There is 
therefore, nothing to do but accept the 
red man's explanations—with reserva- 
tions. 
The "stick" or "town" dance of the 


Pueblos is a purely social function open 
to both sexes. The men carry theii 
highly decorated shields and ppears 
ornamented with feathers. The wom- 
en carry nothing, but keep their hands 
wrapped up in their blankets. There is 
no sort of figure, no taking hold ol 
hands, nor anything else resembling 
the dance of the paleface. The dancer? 
merely hop t^ound in a circle, keeping 
time to the music with their feet, 


None but men may take part in the 


«eaclo" dance. This is more acrobatic 
than the "stick" dance. In this the 
Saneers try to imitate the movements 
of the eagle, gliding slowly about, ai 
times on tiptoe to indicate that thej 
arc soaring among the clouds, again 
crouching with outstretched arms and 
moving swiftly over the ground as an 
explanation in pantomime that the 
king of birds is swooping down upon 
his prey. 
To photograph an Indian dance is not 


so easy at it might appear to the unso- 
phisticated observer. Long- familiarity 
with the camera has made the noble 
red man sadly mercenary. Whenever. 
he sees the lens pointed in his direction 
he immediately covers his face with his 
hands, and, running up to the pho- 
tographer, demands half a dollar foi 
the privilege of taking hU picture. 


A short, time ago it occurred to the 


manager of a moving picture machine 
company that an Indian dunce would 
be a splendid subject fora biofi-raph pic- 
ture. Accordingly a man with the nec- 
essary apparatus wns sent out to Mex- 
ico to photograph a Pueblo dance. 
After a week of negotiations the Pu- 
eblos agreed to go throug'h a dance foi 
the benefit of the photographer in con- 
sideration of the sum of $10, to be paid 
in advance. Indians do not entertain a 
very high opinion of the commercial 
integrity of the white man. They take 
no chances. 


The money was paid, the machine ad- 


justed and the dance began. Rut the 
instant the operator began turning the 
crank of his machine the clatter of the 
apparatus caused a wild panic among 
the dimoers. Everyone fled in mortal 
terror to safe refuges behind rooks and 
houses, leaving- thephotogrnphp.rtranR- 
fixed with astonishment. He tried ta 
explain that the machine, thouphnoisy, 
was perfectly harmless; he entreated 
the dancers to return, he offered 
bribes, but to no purpose; not a Pueblo 
would risk his life ngnin in front of the 
i-nfernal machine, for love or money. 
The bigraph man wan at last obliged to 
go away without any pictures, also 
without his $10.—N. Y. Herald.

When the house of lordais summoned

He !s 
a native of Virginia, a resident of New 
York, and a democrat. On the. list of 
the house of lorda he is the eleventh 
r,ord Fairfax; in America he is Dr 
John Canlcl Fairfax, M. D., a descend- 
ant, of Lord Fairfax, the patron of 
George Washington, und of Washing- 
ton's brother, Aupnstine. 


The first Lord Fairfax who came to 


America was the son of the parliament- 
ary G«n. Fairfax, and tho dauntless 
Mar}' I)e Vcrc, marchioness of Oxford. 
who defied Cromwell's band at the trial 
of King Charles I. 
Whon 
F)IC 
de- 


nounced the court the soldiers were 
ordered to fire on her. But they dis- 
obeyed the order. 


In token of his admiration for her 


loyalty to his father, King Charles II. 
gave her eldest son nearly 0,000,000 
acres of land in Virginia, which re- 
mained in tho possession of the family 
jntil the war of the revolution, when 
it was sequestered by thi! continental 
congress. The then Lord Fairfax re- 
fused to forswear allegiance *o the. 
crown, and thereby lost his estate. He 
ivns a good man, notable for his char- 
ities, and was never molested during 
Uio war. 


Three presidents of the United States 
•ere born on the original Fairfax 
rant, for which George Washington 
•as the surveyor for many years. Wnsh- 
igton and Lord Fairfax were very fond 
f each other, and their meeting at 
rccmvay castle, near Winchester, con- 
inued until the death of the old lord, 
•ho died of shock to his nervous sys- 
em. caused by the news of the sur- 
ender of Cornwallis. 
Eighteen battles of the civil war

fought on land onee comprised

en's hats, have joined in an organiza- 
tion for mutual benefit and protection 
with a view to combat the generally ac- 
cepted idea that their business is inim- 
ical to the song birds of htis country 
For the spread of this idea they blamt 
the Audubon society, and they also hoW 
that bird-protecting- organization re 
sponsible for the passage of laws In 
various states prohibiting the traffic in 
bird plumage. All this, the feathci 
dealers say, is based upon the mistaken 
supposition that they cause the slaugh- 
ter of American song birds, whereas, in 
reality, so they say, they are the song 
Birds' best friends, on the ground that 
they deal largely in English sparrows 
And the use which they make of these 
English sparrows is calculated to in- 
spire in the feminine brain a distrust 
in the hat which surmounts it. 


According to the members of the 


new assoaiation, the trade which it rep- 
resents uses foreign birds and doesn'1 
lessen by so much as a single trill the 
music of our woodlands. 


"The whole millinery trade," said the 


secretary of the association, "is in ac- 
cord with the Audubon society in thic 
matter of protecting native song birds 
If there are any American song birds 
used on hats they are killed by the 
wearers or are pet birds that have died 
a natural death and ore being1 preserved 
in that way. It's a pretty expensive 
way, for it costs about $3.50 to get a 
bird properly mounted.

Audubon people seem to think that the 
millinery people make a practice of lur- 
ing boys and hunters to go out and ran- 
sack the woods for all sorts of birds. 


"The market isn't supplied in that 


way at oil. The bulk of the material 
is principally imported from London, 
which is the center of the trade. Just 
at present there's a great demand foi 
gulls' wings, the tail feathers of con- 
dors and eagles, and the feathers of 
pame birds. South America and Mex- 
ico furnish much of this material, and 
we g-et pame bird feathers from the 
larg-e cities where game is told. Then 
there are the English sparrows, which 
half of the Audubon societies want to 
exterminate, and for which some states 
are offering- a bounty of from two to 
five cents a head. The sparrows are tho 
worst enemies of the song- birds; we 
are the wor&t enemy of the sparrow." 


"One doesn't see a great many ot 


them on hats," remarked the reporter. 


"One doesn't recognize them when 


one sees them," cdrrected the secre- 
tary. "First you catch your sparrow. 
Then you skin him. Then you dye his 
wings and put a tin beak on him and 
pou have a very brilliant and beautiful 
paroquet."—Chicago Chronicle.

The ex- 
ilosion tore the cor into fragments 
and etove in the end of the mail car 
and knocked several strings out of the 
'ridge. After getting clear of the 
wreckage the train proceeded to the 
next station and gave the alarm.

Supervisor of Assessments Joseph 


filler and his assistants have a long 
aucl tedious task before them. The 
assessment books of the different town- 
ships are about all turned in and the 
ist of property assessed mast be 
copied from the books and published. 
Che name of the owner of each piece 
of property, the description and the 
assessed value must be copied. When 
these are published if anyone has any 
objection they must present it to the 
)oard of reviews which ia composed 
of County Clerk Dodd, John Allen, 
the chairman of the board of super- 
visors and Robert M. Mao ban, who 
was recently appointed 
by Judge 


Hammer. The board will hear the 
objections of the property owners and 
if they think that there Is reason why 
the assessment should be lowered they 
will lower it. The members of the 
board will look over the books them- 
selves and if they think any property 
.8 incorrectly or unfairly assessed, 
although there may not be any ob. 
jection they will correct it 
The 


supervisor of assessments also has the 
right to make any changes on the 
books before they go into the hands of 
the board of reviews, bnt Mr. Miller 
says that he will, make 
bnt few 


changes. He will employ probably 10 
or a dozen clerks to assist in copying 
the books so that the work can be 
finished as soon as possible and the 
assessment published. 
The law re- 


quires that the board of reviews meet 
on or before the second Monday in 
July, so the publication must be made 
before that time. The board may stay 
in session for a month or two, or at 
least as long as anyone has any objec- 
tions to make. The assesmont made 
on the real estate this year will stand 
for the next four'years.
